REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The specific 
limitations of "...a plurality of clips disposed on said cover, said clips retaining said 
upper eyelid and said lower eyelid on said cover..." in conjunction with the remaining 
structural features of the claim are not anticipated or made obvious over the prior art of 
record in the examiners opinion. For example, Ostrander '826 discloses an eye 
structure which teaches a cover (read onto cover formed by eye socket 41) having a 
front opening (opening 28) and a rear opening (col. 4, lines 5-8), a model eyeball (46) 
moveably contained within the cover (col. 3, lines 65+), the model eyeball having visual 
indicia of a human eyeball (cols. 3-4, lines 74-75 and line 1 , respectively), an upper 
eyelid (36) attached to the front cover above the front opening (figures 1 and 3), a lower 
eyelid (40) attached to the cover below the front opening (figures 1 and 3), wherein the 
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upper and lower eyelids are moveable between an open position and a closed position 
(figure 3 and 4 and col. 4, lines 1-5), and wherein the upper and lower eyelids in the 
open position define a visible surface of said eyeball (figure 1). Radow 719 discloses a 
eye model which teaches the use of clips (94) to attach various elements to the eye 
model. However, incorporating the clip structure of Radow in the eye structure of 
Ostrander would destroy not be feasible and destroy the function of Ostrander eye 
structure as intended. Furthermore, Radow by itself fails to meet all of the structural 
limitations of claim 1 , including a cover and upper and lower eye lids and their 
respective functionality and there is no motivation nor teaching to modify the Radow 
structure to meet the above limitations. It should be noted that method claims 9-12 are 
depended from product claim 1 and refer to features of the product claim in the method 
steps (e.g. the model eyeball, the upper and lower eyelids, etc.) thus claims 9-12 
positively claim all of the structural features of claim 1 and are therefore allowable.
